The Nature and Extent of the Collection, which comprehends the Conſtitution, and 
the public Statutes of this State, from the Revolution to the End of the TW] TUT 
Seſſion of rhe Legiſlature, will, it is preſumed, ſufficiently account for the Delay 
of the Publication. | 


There is Reaſon to believe, the Legiſlature ſuppoſed, when this Work was 
undertaken, that it would contain the whole Statute Law of the State: But in 
the Courſe of the Reviſion, they found that ſeveral of the public Acts of the late 
Colony, could not, with any Degree of Propriety, be re-enated or repealed. Theſe 
Ads ſtill continue to form Part of the Law of the State. There are others, of 
general C which, altho* repealed, or become obſolete by new Proviſions, muſt 
give the Rule relative to Things before done, under or according, to their Direction. 
In Order, therefore, to make this Collection the more uſeful, ſuch of thoſe Acts of the 
late Colony as are the moſt neceſſary to be known, are added by Way of Appendix 
to the firſt Volume. The Acts in the Appendix are taken from the printed Copics 
formerly publiſhed, and have not been compared with the Records: But it is 


ſuppoſed they will be found ſufficiently accurate for common Purpoſes. 


After all the Attention the Editors have been able to beſtow, a few Errors of 
the Preſs ſtill remain to be correfted : But they hope moſt of them are only Literal, 


and that there are none which Twill pervert the Senſe, or miſlead the Reader.

HEREAS it hath been found by Experience, that the Wharfs fronting 
the Eaſt and Hudſon's Rivers in the City of New-York, have conduced * 
to the Increaſe and Advantage of Trade and Navigation to and from the 
ſaid City, in the lading and unlading of Ships and other Veſſels: And for as 
much as the Owners and Proprietors thereof have been at a very great Ex- | 
pence, not only in the making, erecting and building, but alſo in maintaining 4 


and keeping the ſame from Time to Time in good and ſufficient . to 
anſwer the Purpoſes aforeſaid;

Inſpector to be appointed for that Purpoſe, who ſhall ſtart the ſame out of 
the Caſks, and carefully examine, try and inſpect the ſame, and ſort the ſame 
in three different Sorts, if neceſſary; that the ſaid Inſpector ſhall put each 
Sort by itſelf into tight Caſks, well hooped and coopered, which he ſhall 
_ diſtinguiſh by the Words, Firſt Sort, Second Sort, or Third Sort, with the 
Words, Pot, or Pearl Aſhes, branded in plain legible Letters, together with 
the Letters of his Name, and the Place where ſuch Pot or Pearl Aſhes are 
ſo inſpected, at full Length, on each of the Caſks; for which Services, and 
alſo for the additional Service of repacking the ſaid Pot or Pearl Aſhes, and 
putting the Caſks in ſuch Condition as they were in when brought to him for 
Inſpection, and for weighing the ſame, and delivering to the Proprietors an 
Invoice or Weigh Note, under his Hand, of the Weight of each Caſk, the 
ſaid Inſpector ſhall have and receive Six-Pence for every Hundred Weight ſo 
inſpected, one Half to be paid by the Purchaſer, and the other Half by the 
Vendor.

HEREAS many Frauds and Abuſes have been committed, as well by 

Perſons mortgaging their Lands, Tenements and real Eſtate, and after- 
wards ſelling the ſame Lands to other Perſons, who were ignorant of ſuch 
Mortgages, as by Perſons mortgaging the ſame Lands ſeveral Times, with- 
out giving Notice to the latter Mortgagees of the former Mortgage or 
Mortgages, whereby many Perſons have been defrauded of great Sums of 
Money; wherefore, for preventing thoſe Evils for the future:

Judge of the Supreme or County Court, or a Maſter in Chancery, and ſome- 
times before a Juſtice of the Peace. And whereas there are Lands and Tene- 
ments held under the Deeds of Femes Covert, not acknowledged in Manner 
aforeſaid, and yet made, bona Fide, and for valuable Conſiderations; the 
Purchaſers whereof, and thoſe holding under them ought to be ſecured both 
in Law and Equity, againſt the reſpective Grantors, their Heirs and Aſſigns.
